Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued the combination of St.-Louis Augustin (St. Louis) in 
view of Bova. Specifically, Applicant argued that the cellular polymeric material 31 of St. Louis would not contact the 
confronting surface as required by the claim. The examiner argued that the structure of St. Louis (in view of Bova) is 
similar to that of Applicants Figure 4 in that they both disclose portions projecting (i.e. not flush) from the cellular 
material. Applicant argued that their polymeric material is soft enough to allow it to deform so that both contact. 
However, it appears that St.-Louis in view of Bova discloses all the same claimed structure and therefore would 
function the same as Applicant's (i.e. both would contact). Applicant will provide further arguments to distinguish why 
the structure of St. Louis would not function the same as Applicant's figure 4. 
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
